Dr. Trimble, who was also much 
interrnptod, succeeded iu telling some 
wholesome truths to tbo audionco and ex- 
pottd the flnuncial misdeeds of the 
WikQcem Government. 
I^.JDr. Hclmoken was loudly called, but 
BATe iray to allow Mr. Boavon to address 
we ataetiag.

BMTfln's remarks, which wore patiently 
listened to by the supporters of the Gov- 
ornmont. Dr. Holmekon was again call- 
ed for. By this time, bowovor, Mr.

Cau- 
dles were thou lighted and about 150 mon 
remained in tho Hall and wero addressed 
by Messrs Humphreys, \Villiams, Drum- 
mond and Oarey. A resolution con- 
demning Ihroo of tho late city mouibors 
for not attending tho meeting at Philhar- 
monic Hall was passed, and tho assem- 
blage saparated. 

Ml good friends of tho Opposition ap- 
peared to be disgusted with tbo disgrace- 
. f h1 course of members of their own party. 
v^Iba oondact of the minority was unparal- 
leled in the history of tho Provinoo. Tho 
interuptions offered to the Government 
speakers and the refusal to boar Dr 
. Holmokou explain bis views were evi- 
dences of a weak cause, nud will undoubt- 
edly cost tho Opposition many votes. Tho 
bad example set by the Legislature has 
spread to the public platform; but wo are 
pleased to be enabled to state that tho 
Government supisortors preeorvod gojd 
order while Mr. Boaven spoke. The meet- 
ing reflects discredit on the City, because 
it stifled free speech.

PUBLIC MEi: LING LAST NIGHT 



Hon. Mr. Elliott met tho oloutors of tlio 
Oily at Theatre Eoyai last uight to ox- 
> plaia his vievs on the political issues of 
tho day. The meeting vns onllodfor 7.45 
o'clock and shortly aftor that time tho 
building waa crowded, Tho following 
gentlemen occupied Boata ou tho platform: 
Hon. A.O. Elliott, Hon. Dr. Holmckon, 
Dr. Trimble, A. J. Laiigley, W. Teiruoy, 
ex-Mayor Drake. Oounoillor Kedforn, ^V 
Hilier^Ben., "W. Pollard, jr., Dr. Tolmio, 
and a nnmbsr of others. 

On motion Mr. Lau^y Avas votod to 
tha Obuir. 

Mr, Langley suid that although ho was 
not a<jnndidnto for legislatiyo honors ho 
dasirod to explain that he belioved it to 
be tho duty of the QovernmoDt to develop 
tiio iadiistoies of tlie ProTia0e to thb at- 
T- most; degree; hia \ras in favor of tho school 
iystam being vory fully carried out, and 
ironld like to 860 tho Oliinoso question 
dealt with -whilst it was oulj in its infan- 
cy. As for taxation ho believed in a sya- 
tom heing pursued to tax tho pooplo ouly 
to such a degree as they could comforta- 
bly bear.- 'He thought tho proaoat Got- 
ernment had done tuoro for the Frovioco 
than any Government that had prooodod 
it since the Province had boon blessed (or 
onrsed) he -would not say -which, with 
Eesponsiblo Qovornment, and ho sincere- 
ly hoyed and believed that the < worthy 
Premier would bo ro-eleoted to the House 
by a handaome-maioi'ity. (Oriei of "He 
will!" and loud applause.) 

Hon. A. 0. Elliott was then introduced 
and proceeded to say that who* throe 
years ago ho presented himself for elec- 
tion ho did so with diffidenco. On tho 
Beoond occasion that ho presontod him- 
self ho did so with still greater diiiidenco, 
leoause a great responsibility had been 
placed on his shoulders. He now came 
before them again to say that if he had 
not Bucccedod in carrying out all his 
^ pledges ho had at least done hiit heat. 
' (Loud oheois.) He had aocomi>li8hed 
nearly all he promised. (Eonovvod cheers.) 
Not one thing that he had done connootod 
Tfith the government of this country 
ho -wras ashamed of. Ho claimed that under 
his Govornmont tho Province had attained 
an amount of prosperity to which it had 
long been a stranger. (Groat cheoring.) 

B. Holloway, reporter for tho Standard, 
who was ia the reporters' box bore cried 
out, "Promoters' interests and Howe 
Bound copper grab." 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— I was oEfercd an in- 
teroats in two of the moat important com- 
pauies on the Bonanza lodge and 
declined them. (Cheers and disorder.) 
He did not at the present mo- 
ment own a singlo share in any of the 
companies. With roforouco to municipal 
matters it had been charged by Jlr. 
Dinmmond that tho city had been unfair- 
ly dealt with by the Elliott Government; 
but ho would toll the electors that tho 
^ city through his instrumentality had 
^oon plaood in possession of Police Court 
fines, fees and forfeitures, wliioh it could 
not obtain from nay prooeding govern- 
■mont. With roforenco to the Ghineso 
question, if ha -was returned to the House 
' in any oapaeity, he could assure the oleo- 
tora that ha would do all in his power to 
prevent an influx of that undesirable 
class of residonts. Ho noticed that 
Mr. Drnmmond alluded to tho Chi- 
□eso question in hia address to tho 
elflotoiB and he thought it was most un- 
generous of that gentleman to turn-coat 
on the Ghineae aa they had seoared bis 
(Mr. D's.) election as Mayor of the city a 
fev years since. (Mr.Drummoad — That's 
false. .Cheers, hisses and much confu- 
• aion). ' Immediately he (Mr. Elliott) had 
obtained a seat in tbo House be had in- 
troduced a bill and carried it through to 
deprive Chinamen of the privilege of vot- 
ing.- The people of "Viotoria therefore 
had to at least thank him for that. (Cheers. ) 
Mr. J.W. Williams in his address hud 
Baid that he hoped that important work — ■ 
the construction of, the drydoek— would 
bo proaacuted without further delay. If 
"^TK Mr. Williams had taken the troublo to 
read the papers that had been laid before 
tho House ho would baro easily discover- 
ed that tho present Qovernment bad done 
all in its power to obtain tho completion 
of the drydook. The local Qovornment 
had mndo very strong ropresontations to 
the Imperial Govorninont, as he would 
show by reading from copies of commu- 
nications asking that tbe Imperial Gov 
ernmcnt \rotild take the dock ovor and 
aparo the Province a very largo expense 
that could no! bo nfTordod. In reply to 
the oommuDication of the local Govern- 
ment the Imperial autliorities had tele- 
graphed back that tho matter would ro 
oeivo the serious consideration of tho 
Home Government at an early date. Again 
referring to Mnnioipal matters be wished 
to state that he saw no reason why muni- 
cipnlitiea should not retain the full sum 
collooted for liquor licenses within the 
limits of tho respectivo Municipalities 
He had introduced a measuro to provide 



allowed and it was not his fault that after 
its passage it had been disallowed. When 
the deadlook had been reached in tho 
House he had asked to introdnoo a bill to 
extend tho School Tax to the Ohineso; but 
no mcasnre could be introduced Tfithout 
common couaent, and tbo only member in 
tbo House who had objected to tho intro- 
duction of tbe bill wnaDr. Ash. (Groans 
and confusion.) With reference to tbe 
Constitution Pill its sale object had been 
to give to tho people fuller and more ade- 
quate representation. The hon. gentle- 
man then explained tho reasons for divid- 
ing the various' districts so as to afford 
distinct interests separate representatives. 
He olso pointfld out that tho Government 
had striven to tho host of their ability to 
give Cassiar a mombor by doing awny with 
that disgraeoful anomaly of allowing 
Kootenay with some 33 votes to return 
two members and hold a reprosontativo 
power greater than any COO alectora in 
Victoria City. It had been argued that 
this new House of 33 would immediately 
it mot iutroducB a bill to raiso their in- 
demnity; but no such measure could pass 
without the consent of the Government of 
the day. It was a matter of fact that in 
these days of oUeged bribery aud cor- 
ruption a compact could bo entered into 
much easier with 24 members than with 
33. So as to afford Cassiar and Nanaimo 
adequate representation at tho next cloo- 
tiou, when tho Government found that 
dissolution must speedily onsue, ho 
had desired to introduce a bill giving 
only 27 members, but tho opposition had 
refused to allow its introduction. It was 
therefore the fault of the oppooition that 
Cassiar had for a further term to go un- 
ropresontod and Kootouoy was permitted 
to contiuuo to reurn two members. Tht 
K^latter district paid only some ?100 under 
jthe head of taxes, but coat the govorn- 
mont in the neighborhood of §0,000 per 
annum. It did not draw §500 worth of 
goods per year from tho city and had 
nothing in common with tho Province. 
ov some years Kootouay bad boen with- 
ut a Gold Commissioner, but when he 
ssumed power ho ai^pointed a commis- 
'oner for the district. In conclusion he 
oped tlie electors would show that thoy 
ore willing to renew their eonfidenoe in 
im by returning him to the House by a 
large mnjority. Ho thanked the audience 
for the hearing given him and would not 
allude to tho confusion and iutorruptioa 
caused by a few hired obstructionists. 
(Loud oheors.) 

Dr. Trimble, -who was received witii 
applause, after commencing to spook 
a few words was frequently intorrnptod. 
Continuing ho said that he supposed he 
was tho boat abusod man in the Province, 
and ho was not ashamed of the abuse be- 
oanso ho knew the quarter it came from. 
Ho had been accused of deserting tho 
Walkem Government and ho wished to 
explain that ho had done so becaUHO, aftor 
election, he found that tho Provincial de- 
bentures were pawned; because the Do- 
minion subsidy had been pledged to raiso 
money; because tho Chief Oommissioner 
had spent 8200,000 over and above the 
veto pf the House; booause tho Walkem 
Government had borrowed tbo sum of 
$30,000 to pay an illegal rate of interest 
on that indebtedness. (Cheers and much 
confusion.) That Qovernment ho found 
were in great straits and had to go to 
neorly every body having money to try to 
borrow, when the Elliott Oovornmont 
took office it was found their pre- 
decessors had run into debt to tho 
tune of S520,000 and that tho 
Dominion subsidy had been reduced 
some §20,000. That amount was lost to 
the Province forovor. When bo became 
aware of tho condition of the Province he 
said it would have been weU if the Wal- 
kem Government had never had exist- 
ence. He had boen accused of obstruct- 
ing the Railroad aud tho Drydook, but ho 
had all along been in favor of the dock. 
Still for all that hu thought tho dock as 
yet had proved a perfect fizzlo. He did 
not thiuk for a moment the Provinco 
could afford to construct it. With refer- 
ence to tho Railway he was of opinion 
that it would never bo constructed so 
long as Mr. Mackenzie was at tbo head of 
tho Federal Government. Eeforring to 
the public school system he was strongly 
in favor of seeing it preserved in its in- 
tegrity. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Boavon then approached the foot- 
lights to speak hut was greeted with 
groans, hisses, a few cheers and cries of 
Dr. Ilolmckon! Fisher! Tho groatest con- 
fusion reigned for ton minutes, tho 
Chairman being utterly unable to gain 
tbo oar of the audience. Tbo dense 
crowd shouted loudly for Helmckenl 
Helmckon!! but tho Doctor kept hia seat 
to afford Mr. Beavon an opportunity to 
address tho audience. 

Mr. Beaven would'stake his reputation 
as a man [Oh dear! Now dou'tlj that 
when in oflico ho had spent §125,000 less 
than tho sum votod by tho Houso (Hisses 
and groans) . The people would be asked 
at tbo next election if they wanted eight 
additional members in the House. [A 
voice — We want one for Cassiar and addi- 
tional ones for Nanaimo ond Now Wcst- 
minstor. J It was tbo Government who 
hnd votod against tbo bill to give Cassiar 
a member and Nanaimo another one 
withoat increasing tho present number. 
[Groans. That's not so. I Ho was sur- 
prised. [What about the Chinamen? 
Cheers and much confusion.] 

Mr. Tierney — What about tho China- 
men, Mr. Beaven; tell us that? 

Mr. Beaven — You were one of tho first 
in the Province to employ Chinamen. 

Mr. Tierney — ^That's not so. It's untrue. 
(Cheers, groans, and continued confus- 
ion.) 

Mr. Beaven continued, denying that 
Mr. Elliott had carried out a singlo pledge. 
(False! and groans. ) He had done all he 
could-to destroy municipalities. (Hoar, 
hear, from Mr. Drnmmond.) All ho hnd 
done for the Drydoek was to pay Dr. Tol- 
mie $500,000. During the first year ho 
(Mr. E.) -was in oflico ho had expended 
more money than tbe Walkem Govorn- 
mont ovor had. (A Voice— To pay 
tho debts that you left behind you.) 
He asserted that tlie Elliott Government 
had not dono one thing thoy had iirom- 
laod and they had almost abolished tho 
contract system. _ In reference to tbe 
Chinese question, it was most extraordi- 
nary that ha should have been charged 
with favoring Chinese labor, as ho 
had always been one of a small band who 
had endeavored to restrict Chinese 
immigration and prevent the em- 
ployment of Obineso on public 
works. He had not done so 
from any feeling of hostility becauso ho 
remembered that tho poorest and most 
despised of mankind boars tho impress of 
the great Creator. (Laughter.) Ho 
liopod the Chinese evil would bo made a 
test question at tho coming election . ( A 
■You bet it will!) Ho thought poi- 



sons who could not road or write and 
thus tho Chinamen would bo compelled to 
go to sehool. (Loud laughter and con- 
fusion.) 

Mr. IJakor — Will you pljdgo yourself to 
imijoso a tax of §100 on ovory Chinaman 
coming into tho country? 

Mr. Beaven— I don't know that lean do 
that. It has boen said it is unconatitu- 
tional. (A voice — Why don't you tax tbo 
employers of Chinamen?) 

Mr. Beaven said perhaps that would be 
agoodp!an; tho idea had never struck 
him. ifo thanked the audience and re- 
tired. 

Dr. Helmckon was reooivod with vocif- 
erous and long continued applause. He 
was about to speak whonMosarB. J. W. Wil- 
liams and T. B. Humphreys ascended the 
platform. A scene of great confusion 
followed neither the chairman nor any 
other person being able to gain a hearing. 

The Chairman at last was hoard to say 
that if the audienco would not hear his 
old and respected friend Dr. Holmoken 
he would leave the ohair and bid tho au- 
dience good evening. He hoped he 
would not offend anybody by doing so. 
(Oheors.) 

Mr. J. H. Todd said that if Dr. Hel- 
mckon woro a candidate ho would be 

glad to hear bim. 

Tho Chairman said it was well known 
ho was no candidate. 

Much confusion and uproar followed 
and tho Chairman left the chair amid 
cheers and groans. 

Mr. T. B. Humphreys attempted to 
speak. 

Mr. J. W. Williams also attempted to 
gain tlio oar of tho audionco but tbo con- 
fusion contiucd. 

Mr. J. Stew^art moved that the meeting 
adjourn. 

The audience yelled, cheered and groan- 
ed alternately and tho Chairman having 
put tbo question loft tbo platform, tho gas 
was extinguished and tho greater i)art of 
the coiicourso dispersed. 

About 15U of tho audience remained bo- 
hind and held a meeting of their own by 
candle-light. Speeches were made by 
Messrs. Humphreys, J. W. Williams, 
Drumraond and Carey, and a resolution 
moved by Mr. Drnmmond was passed 
condemning Messrs. Elliott, Trimble and 
Douglas for absenting themselves from 
tho meeting held at Philharmonic Hall on 
the 20th inst. After several calls for 
Willis Bond, which were not responded 
to, the obairmnii, Mr. Wm. Dalby, do 
dared the mooting adjourned. 

Mr. E. Brcwn. 

This gentleman has issued his address 
to tho electors of Now Westminster City 
whoso suffrages he seeks. He advooatOB 
the necessity of making revenue cover ex- 
penditure, believing such a policy to bo 
tho best moans of reducing taxation. He 
is in favor of a rcdistribntton of legisla- 
tive seats in order that Now Westminster 
City and District may bo represented in 
proportion to their importance. Ho favors 
tho fostering of Proviuoial industrit-s and 
pledges himself to support measures tend- 
ing to reform tho conduct of publioinstitu- 
tinns. Ho pronounces himself an advo- 
cate of tho Fraser Eiver route for the rail- 
way and promises his best efforts for the 
X)aB8age of a lien law to protect mechanics 
and laborers. Ho apprehends that the 
Obineso evil must at onoo bo legislated 
on and is impressed with tho necessity of 
tho appointment of a stipendiary magis- 
trate for tho City and ono or more resi- 
dent Supremo Court Judges for the Main- 
land. It is tbo general impression that 
Mr. B.Iirown will achiovo an easy victory 
over his late colleague, Mr, W. J. Arm- 
strong.

session. Tho political record of this gen- 
tleman is complotoly free from blemish, 
and his speeches in tho House are al- 
ways marked by a great deal of common- 
sonso. Tho interests of this city and Na- 
naimo being vory similar, our representa- 
tives are very much together, and worked 
harmoniously ; may this continue so.— jW.
